Father of Child of 12 Thought 
Her Too Young to Have 
Sweetheart. 





The simultaneous disappearance of 
Annie Elias, 12'years old, of 622 South 
Second street, Raman Mike, 26 years 
old, of #6 South Third street, and Mrs. 
Philomena Sear, a 19-year-old bride of 
two weeks, is the sensation of the 
hour in the St. Louis Syrian colony. 

Mrs. Sear is a cousin of Annie Elias 
and lives at the girl’s home. Mrs. Sear’s 
brother, Simon George, says that Mike 
told Mrs. Sear of his love for Annie 
and asked her to aid him in eloping 
with her. Relatives believe that he 
gained her consent and that she has ac- 
companied Mike and Annie as chaper- 
one. 

Annie is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Elias Resk, who have enlisted the 
aid of more than one-hundred of their 
countrymen in looking for her. 

According to the Syrian custom her 
last name is her father’s first name. @ 

To Americans she would be known 
as Annie Resk, and her parents believe 
that if, as they fear. she has run away 
to be married she will give that name 
ix. applying for a license. 

Annie has been considered the most 
beautiful child in the Syrian colony. 
She has - luxuriant dark hair, brown 
eyes and an oval face, with the rich 
olive complexion of the ,Orient. She 
was born in Jerugalem, but has lived in 
St. Louls since she was 2 
is large for her age and her -parents 
think that if she, replaced her short 
skirt with a long one she might easily 
deceive a marriage license clerk, 

Raman Mike came to St. Louis from 
Jerusalem two years ago. ..He has 


never visited.the Resk home;but-fre- | 


quently he hag been seen talking to 
Annie on the street. 

They were last seen together at 7p. 
m. Monday, a few minutes after An- 
nie’s mother had sent her to the store. 
According to neighbors, they talked 
earnestly a few minutes and then 
walked away together. Mrs. Sear joitted 
them at the corner. 

None ‘of them has been home since. So 
far as her parents have been able .o 
learn, Annie took nothing with her ex- 
cept the clothing which she wore.

A score of armed men and youths 
hunted Tuesday. in the. creek bottoms 
north of Highland, Il., for the tramp 
who attacked Marguerite Palconnier, 
15 years old, on her way home from the 
Kyle School Monday afternoon. 

Marguerite was saved from the man, 
after he had dragged her from the road 
and almost to the bank of a creek, bj 
her 13-year-old sister,, Rose. She fol- 
lowed him, screamed for help, pelted 
him with stones and scratched and bit 
him in her effort to pune him let Mar- 
euerite go. 

A still smaller sister,” Marie, ran 
home, a mile. north of 
Highland, for help. ' 

Man Frightened Away. 

Harrassed by the younger girl's at- 
tack, and fearing that someone would 
come in answer to her screams and 


Marie’s summons, the.man left Mar- 
guerite after he had torn off a part of 
her clothing. 
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He disappeared in the wooded land 
fiong the creek, while, Rose, sharing 
her own garments with her older sister, 
helped Marguerite to get home. 

News of the attempted crime was tak- 
©n to Highland by the girl's father, 
Charles »alconnier; and a large party 
responded to his appeal for aid in hunt- 
ing the assailant. 

The Falconnier family qinigrated from 
Southern France only a year ago. The 
parents speak little English, but wie 
children had learned enough of te 
tongue of their adopted country to be 
proficient school pupils.

CONCERNS MACEDONIA 





Says Neighboring Province 
Must Be Freed and Then 
New Nation Formed. 





The independence of Bulgaria is noth- 
‘{ng—tliat exisis already—according to 
Dr. J. &. Shoomkoff, editor of Mace- 
donia, a Granite City newspaper. 

“The autonomy of Macedonia is what 
Bulgaria is striving for now, ”" said Dr. 
Shoomkoff to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday. “The Turkish monarchy is in 
a state of upheaval. It is the psycho- 
logical moment to strike the blow for 
which we have been preparing for 10 
years. If we free Macedonia, then we 
will live. If we accomplish nothing in 
this opportpnity, we are lost.” 

Dr. Shoomkoff is a Bulgarian-Mace- 
donian. He was president of the Mace- 
donian Committee in 1900 and was in 
Macedonia during the uprisings of 1903. 
He has written and lectured and worked 
for the freedom of his native land. 

Two of his works that are well known 
are “The Future of the Balkan States” 
and “The Macedonian Problem.” 
“Bulgaria is free and Eastern Ru- 
melia, which was granted autonomy by 
the treaty of Berlin in 1878, has been 
practically a part of Bulgaria since 
about 1880,” continued the doctor. 

Army Like Japanese. 

“Bulgaria and Rumelia together have 
a population of about 4,000,000. The 
standing army, equipped with the most 
modern implements of warfare, is a 
magnificently trained fighting machine 
which has been lavishly praised by Ger- 
man military experts and others, If we 
go to war with Turkey the world will 
be astonished at what we.do, just as it 
was by the things that-Japan did. 

“In addition to that standing army 
_ theer are armed bands in Macedonia who 
will harry the Turks from that quarter. 
Then there are in America some 100,- 
000 Bulgarians. I think nine out of every 
ten of them would go back home in case 
of war. The standing army numbers 
550,000, the Macedonian bands 100,00, 
and more than 50,000 Bulgarians sojourn- 
ing in America would return, So we 
could throw into the fleld, in short order, 
700,000 highly trained, splendidly 
equipped soldiers. | 

“And we know the Turk, his weakness 
and his character. We know every nook 
and cranny in Macedonia. We are pre- 
pared to fight and win and we would 
figliit to die or win. The Bulgarian is 
nothing if not patriotic. 

“With the autonomy of Macedonia 
achieved it would be but a short time 


until she united with Bulgaria, and I’) 


think that country would then become 
the nucleus of a powerful Balkan con- 
federation with a population of 20,000,000 
or more 

Russin After Constantinople. 

“It was providential that Japan 
whipped Russia. I think if Russia had 
not been checked in Asia she would 
have tyied to gobble up the Balkans 
next. But now she and Austria are sup- 
porting us. I think, if the truth were 
known, Russia's motive is to séize Con- 
stantinople for herself, and she may do 
that unless England interferes. 

“Of course, we would net want Russia 
‘to have Constantinople. So that En- 
gland, the only one of the great powers 
not favorable to us, might do us a good 
turn after all England is opposed to 
‘the autonemy of Macedonia because the

Country Has Fighting Ma- 
chine of 700,000 Men. 





CONCERNS MACEDONIA 


Says Neighboring Province 
Must Be Freed and Then 
New Nation Formed. 


The independence of Bulgaria is noth- 
ing—that exists already —according to 
Dr. J. & Shoomkoff, editor of Mace- 
donia, a Granite City newspaper. 

“The autonomy of Macedonia is what 
Bulgaria is striving for now,” said Dr. 
Shoomkoff to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
‘Tuesday. ‘The Turkish monarchy is in 
a state of upheaval. It is the psycho- 
logical moment to strike the blow for 
which we have been preparing for 10 
years. If we free Macedonia, then we 
will ive. If we accomplish nothing in 
this opportpnity, we are lost.”’ 

Dr. Shoomkoff is a Bulgarian-Mace- 
donian. He was president of the Mace- 
donian Committee in 1900 and was in 
Macedonia during the uprisings of 1903. 
He has written and lectured and worked 
for the freedom of his native land. 

Two of his works that are well known 
are “The Future of the Balkan States”’ 
and “The Macedonian Problem.” 

“Bulgaria is free and Eastern Ru- 
melia, which was granted autonomy by 
the treaty of Berlin in 1878, has been 
practically a part of Bulgaria since 
about 1880," continued the doctor. 

Army Like Japanese. 

“Bulgaria and Rumelia together have 
@ population of about 4,000,000. The 
standing army, equipped with the most 
modern implements of warfare, ‘is a 
magnificently trained fighting machine 
which has been lavishly praised by Ger- 
man military experts and others, If we 
‘go to war with Turkey tlie world will 
be astonished at what we.do, just as it 
was by the things that-Japan did. 

“In addition to that standing army 
theer are armed bands in Macedonia who 
will harry the Turks from that quarter. 
Then there are in America some 100,- 
000 Bulgarians. I think nine out of every 
ten of them would go back home in case 
of war. The standing army numbers 
550,000, the Macedonian bands 100,000, 
and more than 50,000 Bulgarians sejourn- 
ing in America would return, So we 
could throw into the fleld, in short order, 
700, 000 highly trained, 
equipped soldiers. 

“And we know the Turk, his weakness 
and his character. We know every nook 
and cranny in Macedonia. We are pre- 
pared to fight and win and we would 
fight to die or win. The Bulgarian is 
nothing if not patriotic. 

“With the autonomy of Macedonia 
achieved it would be but a short time 
until she united with Bulgaria, 
think that country would then become 
the nucleus of a powerful Balkan con- 
federation with a population of 20,000,000 
or more. 

Russian After Constantinople. 

“Tt was. providential that Japan 
whipped Russia, I think if Russia had 
not’ been checked in Asia she would 
have tyied to gobble up -the Balkans 
next. But now she and Austria are sup- 
porting us. I think, if the truth were 
known, Russia's motive is to_séize Con- 
stantinople for herself, and she may do 
that unless Engiand interferes. 

“Of course, we would net want Russia 
to have Constantinople. So that En- 
gland, the only one of the great powers 
not favorable to us, might do us a good 
tarn after all England is opposed to 
the sutonemy ot Macedonia because the

STARTED SOUTH 
70 DODGE COLD 


He and His Large Family Are 
Making Vain Effort to Pro- 
long Their Lives. 








Danais Archidpus and all his kin- 
folks are going south. Archidpus is the 
big red butterfly known as the Mon- 
arch or Milkweed butterfly, common to 
most portions of the United States. He 
is fleeing from the cold north wind anc 











the frost. But it is not-going to do 
him any good. He has only a few days 
to live, anyway, and he might as wel: 
stand his ground and freeze to death 
where he is. 

But inherited impulse is stronger than 
common sense, and he files from death 
in one form to death in another form. 

The life of the grown-up Monarch but- 
terly is only about 20 days under the 
most favorable conditions, but at tne 
first sign of frost he develops a dread 
of pneumonia, and he and his whole 
tribe start for the sunny Southlana. 
During the past few days thousands of 
them have been passing over St. Louis 
headed in a generally southwestern di- 
rection, and many persons have tele- 
phoned to the Post-Dispatch, asking 
what the visitation means. 

Herman Schwarz, acting secretary of 
the St. Louis Entomology Club, has 
made a study of Archidpus and is wer 
acquainted with him. 


Fly Seuth From Habit. 

“These butterflies do not go South to 
hibernate,”” he says. “They lay their 
eggs here in the fall and at thé first 
sign of frost start toward a warmer 
clime, which few of them live to reach. 
They, in common with other insects and 
birds, fig south, as it is supposed, in- 
voluntarily, in obedience to the habit 
generated in the species in the glacia) 
period. 

“There are two broods in a season, 
one in the spring and one tn the fall. 
The butterflies now flying south are 
the hatch of the spring laying. The 
eges laid by these will “ next 
spring. 

“The flight usually lasts about ten 
or twelve days. The insects fly only 
in the daytime. As night comes on they 
take refuge from the cold on the under 
side of leaves. When the sun rises they 
again take to the wing. 

Only Live Twenty Days. 

“They keep flying until they drop 
from exhaustion and die, or the cold 
numbs them and they cannot fly any 
further. 

“Their flight is futile, as their span 
of life is only about twenty days, mar 
way, but they renehiad In response to 
a strong instinct.

Mrs. Nienaber Says Adopted 
Daughter Was Dear to 
Self and Husband. 








HER LIFE NOT INSURED

Story That Girl’s Death 
Brought Them Money 
False, She Asserts. 








Gossip in Meacham Park and Kirk- 
wood has turned attention strongly in 
the direction of Mrs. Nienaber and her 


husbanu, Henry, in connection with the 
murder of their foster child, Nellie, 
aged 14, who disappeared from home 
Aug. 17 and whose skeleton was found 
Sept. 25. \ 

It haS been stated that we Nienabers 
abused the girl, whom they had taken 
from' an orphanage seven years ago, 
and that\just before she disappeared 
they had beaten her. It was stated that 
she might have been killed and her body 
hidden, her clothing burned and later 
the body carried at night and — 
where it was found: 

Neighbors said that the girl was im- 
properly clethed, that she was worked 
like a slave and that the Nienabers had 
grown tired of her and wished to be rid 
of her. Another report was' that they 
haf insured the girl anc that the 
amount of the insurance was a tempta- 
tion to them. 

Whenever these reports were men- 
tioned in Mrs. Nienaber’s hearing she 
could only exclaim: ‘““‘They are lies. My 
heart and conscience gre ciean. God 
knows we loved little Nellie and tried 
to bring her up right. Only a wicked 
person could say such things about us.”’ 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch in- 
terviewed Mrs. Ni®nabey at her home 
Monday night and put’ before her thie 
accusations that had beeh made against 
her. 

Woman Denies Stories. . 

‘‘Have ‘you been in the habit of beating 
Nellie, or has your husbanti ever beaten 
her?” she was asked. Mrs. Nienaber, 

although an uneducated woman, ha@s.a 
quick and impulsive mind, is impetuous 
and sOmewhat quick-temperéd. She fm- 
mediately became indignant. 

“Never! . Never!’”’ she cried. “In 
seven years my man only struck: Nellie 
once; that was the Sunday before she 
went away, when he struck her twice 
with the end of a harness strap which 
she broke, and then he did not hurt 
her, and she pretended to cry and then 
laughed. I never struck her in my. life. 
When she was bad ail I had to do was 
to threaten to take her back to the 
‘home’ and she would be good, and say, 
O, mama, I will be good. Don't send 
me away.” 

“It is said that she was never seen 
again after that whipping, Sunday, Aug. 
16.”’ 

“That is not so. Monday, the next 
day, she was home, and about 3 o'clock 
that afternoon léft the house to go to 
Cole's place, about a quarter of a mile 
from here, to pick some pears. Mr. 
Andy Bopp and Mr. Gassner saw her 
go down Windsor Springs avenue to- 
ward the fruit trees and did not see her 
come back.”’ 

“Did they know her well enough not 
to be mistaken? Might they not. have 
seen some other gir: and mistaken her 
for Nellie?’’ 

“No, indeeu. They both knew her well. 
She has been carrying milk to Mr. 
Bopp’s house for a long time. She was 
alive and left home Monday, the day 
after they say we whipped her so hard.” 

“It is said that when she disappeared 
you took no interest in the matter and 
made no search for her.” 


Made Search fer Girl, 
That is not true. Monday, the day 


she left, we waited for her to come 
back. I got supper and we sat down to 
eat it about 7 o'clock. -But we couldn't 
eat, and I got up ana said I was going 
to telephone Dr. Kinyon, the Marshal. I 
thought she might nave been arrested 
and locked up for picking up pears. 1 
got Mr. Kinyon and he said Nellie was 
not logked up. 

“The next morning. after we had wait- 
ed up 4ll night, I went up to Mr. Cole’s 
with my sister, Mrs. Quernheim. I sa77 
Mr. Cole and the German man near the 
new barn, where the pear tree is, and J 
asked Mr. Cole if he had seen my little 
girl. I told him she had been there to 
gather pears and thet she hadn’t come 
home. 

“Mr. Cole wil the “German man 
(Herman Frey, the hussar, who left 
Cole’s employ four days after the girl's 
disappearance) if he had seen Nelile 
dnd he said no. Mr. Cole said perhaps 
she had been picked up by some men in 
an automobile. He said sometimes 
things like that happened, and that 
maybe she had run away. 

“I told him Nellie was not such a 
girl, and he told the German and his son 
to help me look about the place. We 
searched the weeds about there, but did 
not g° down into the woods. My hus- 
band and the other men and the of- 
ficers and me and my sister hunted all 
that-day and the next, and then they 
told me they were sure Nellie had run 
away., 

t She Ran Away. 

[ wasn’t satisfied and went over to 
Clayton and saw Mr. Johnston and 
talked with him about it, but everybody 





said that Nellie didn’t like me any more 
and had run away. Then I thought per- 
haps she had run away, and everybody 
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perhaps she would come back ages if 
we waited.” 

“They say that- you, ald not provide 
her with proper clothing and that you 
made her work too hard.” 

Mrs. Nienaber spoke of the brown 
dress, the blue dress and others that be- 
longed to Nellie, which she ticked off on 
her fingers until she had mentioned 
nine. Most of these were seen by the 
reporter when the house was searched 


day. 

“Come in,-I show them to you,” said 
Mrs. Nienaber. ‘‘No girl at the confir- 
mation had a prettier dress than Nellie, 
She had plenty of clothes, but she was 
a careless girl and did not care for 
clothes like other girls: She said they 
were too hot and she liked to go around 
in thin calico dresses and no stockings. 
As for working her nard, she didn’t do 
much except wash the dishes and deliver 
the milk. Nellie was a good girl and 
very affectionate, and the most trouble 
I had with her was to keep ‘her fingers 
Straight.” She would sometimesetake 
things that did not belong to her and 
she was getting over that. Once ‘she 
took a $5 bill and went to the store and 
bought a lot of candy with it, and she 
would take little things and then I used 
to say I would take her back to the 
home.”’ o 

Her Life Not Insured. 
“Did you have here life insured?” 
‘‘No, a man who belongs to the church 

who is in the insurance business, asked 
my man for the insurance and we in- 
sured the house. He asked me to insure 
Nellie, but I told him ‘No, if Néllie 
dies, ‘we will have. money enough. to 
bury her.’ cs 

“All these cruel stories have been 
started by the niggers here for revenge 
because I told that Jackson Long had 
killed Nellie. We had trouble with them 
because they pastured their horses. on 
our land when we needed the grass for 
our OWn cows, and we caught Jackson 
Long hiding in the brush near our house 
at night. When he was put in jail all 
the niggers started stories against us. 
But they are all‘lies, and we can prove 
they are lies. We loved Nellie like our 
own child.” ,

NO, 41—-WELLINGTON AND LADY CATHERINE. 


LEAN, hook-nosed Irish youth, Arthur Wellesley by name, dared to fall 
A in love with Lady Catherine Pakenham, court beauty and daughter of 
the Earl of Langford. This was in 1796 The young man was && well- 
corn as she, for he was fourth son of the Earl of Mornington. Also, he had 
aiready won military and parliamentary honors. But he had almost no money. 
Laéy Catherine could readily hope to marry a man of wealth and title. So her 
family frowned on the youthful soldier’s suit. 

Yet he proposed to Lady Catherine sna received her assurance that her 
heart was his. This mutual avowal was gratifying enough for both the lovers: 
but it had no effect whatever on the Ear! of Langford’s determination that his 
daughter should not wed a penniless soldier. In spite of her family’s opposi- 
tion, Catherine told® Wellesley that sho should always consider herself be- 
trothed to him. With this solitary crumb of comfort the man went with _ 
regiment to India to carve with his sword a fame that should atone for his 
lack of wealth. He was successful beyond his wildest 
hopes. His military genius quickly became apparent to 
all. He won victory after victory, rose steadily in rank, 
and at the end of nine years returned to England as 4 
popular hero. He was now General Sir Arthur Welles- 
ley, and as famous as he had once been obscure. 

Nine years is a long time, especiaily when lovers are young and are forced 
to live apart from one another. Yet Weliesley and Catherine had remained true 
to that early vow of theirs. Soon ater Wellesley had left for India Cather- 
ine had been smitten with smallpox. Her life was spared, but her beauty was 
urterly gone. Instead of the exquisite young girl of nine years before, 
Wellesley found himself confronting a plain, rather mature woman, whose once 
fair face was hideously pitted and scarred. 

Perhaps something of the man's horror and amazement showed in his eyes, 
for Catherine bravely admitted that she was no longer beautiful and offered 
to release him from the engagement. But Wellesley had the chivalry of a 
medieval knight. If the lovely girl of carlier days was now an ugly woman, 
he was none the less bound by his promise to marry her. And marry her he 
did. The ceremony took place on April 1, 1806, a few months after the bride- 
groom’s return to England. The tale of his knightly sacrifice was everywhe-e 
told. When his wife was presented to court the Queen of England warmly 
praised her devotion and added. 

“You are a bright example of constancy. If anybody deserves to be hap- 
py it is you. But is it trye you obeyed your father and never wrote one 
letter to Sir Arthur during his nine-year absence?’ 

“Not a single letter, Your Majesty,’ answered 
thought of him very, very often.”’ . 

The marriage was not especially happy. Wellesley was a dutiful, kind hus- 
band, and Catherine a devoted wife, who eagerly applauded her husband's con- 
tinued rise in the military world. Nevertheless the two gradually drew apart. 
To judge by the husband's letters to Miss Jenkins (a clever Englishwoman of 
the time), he did not allow his wife to monopolize his affection, to the exclu- 
sion of everyone else. His home life grew less and less pleasant. He rose to 
the highest command in the British Army, was created 
Duke of Wellington, led the British forces at the Battle 
of Waterloo, became later Prime Minister of England. 
Yet his discontent increased with his honors. A friend 
quotes him as exclaiming: 

“There is nothing in this world worth living for!” 

Sir Edward Pakenham, who led the British forces against Andrew Jackson 
“at the Battle of New Orleans, and who was defeated and slain in that fight, was 
Catherine's brother, and had fought as Wellington’s subordinate, against Na- 
poleon., ; 

During the last years of Catherine’s life she and the Duke were seldom to- 
gether. Yet Wellington faithfullly watched over his wife in her igst illness, tn 
1831, and mourned her sincerely. To his children he was a just if ‘‘distant’’ 
father, and to his wife he had been a considerate, rather than a loving hus- 
band. What secret, if any, lay behind the couple's final estrangement will nev- 
cy be divulged. A hint of it is contained in the following anecdote: 

“I suppose,’ a questioner once said to Wellington, “that you have aroused 
uch admiration among women.” 

“Plenty of admiration!” snapped the old Duke. ‘‘Plenty of admiration! But 
is all my life no woman has ever loved me!”’

FLECTRIC KNIFE 
NOW FOR SURGERY 


Noiseless Spark From Dull Blade 
Incises Tissues and Sterilizes 
as It Cuts. 








BERLIN, Oct. 6—Surgery by elec- 


tricity is alleged to be possible with a 
remarkable electric knife just devised 
by a Berlin firm of medical instrument 
manufacturers. The knife is now under- 
going exhaustive trials at the hands of 
Prof. Bier, the head of the University 
Surgical Clinic, with the view of dem- 
onstrating its efficacy. 

It is declared that operations can be 
performed more quickly and that the 
healing process is mvre rapid than in 


the case where the ordinary scalpel has 
been used. 

To one end of a six or eight inch 
glass rod, through the cénter of which 
passes. a conducting wire, is fastened 
the blade without a eutting edge, of a 
form similar to that of the commonly 
used surgical knifes, or like the simple 
probe. 

A, high-frequency current is employed, 
and when this is turned on a noiseless 
spark half an inch long appears from 
the point of the knife or probe. 

The spark incises the soft tissues 
with the same ease as a hot knife 
goes through butter, without any ap- 
parent cauterization, but Prof. Bier’s ex- 
periments have so far shown that a 
more profuse hemorrhage ensues than 
by the use of the common knife. 

It is further cldimed for the instru- 
ment that it sterilizes as it cuts, re- 
quires no sharpening and can be easily 
cleaned.

SCHOOL OF SOURNALISM 
HAS CHINESE STUDENT

Hin Wong, After Completing Studies at Univer- 
‘sity of Missouri, Is Going Back Home 
to Apply American Methods in 
Newspaper Work. 


, Wong has written several special arti- 
cles on the different phases of social and 
business life in the United States for 
newspapers in China. He has traveled 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic Ocean. 
He was for a time editor of the Young 
People’s Voice, an English publication 
of a religious nature, issued weekly in 
Hawaii. 


Shiu King Wong, abies of Hin Wong, 
is an experienced journalist. Beside edit- 
ing the Sun Chung Kwock Bo in Hawaii, 
he is a lecturer and minister of the gos- 
pel, and made a tour from San Fran- 
cisco to NewYork, lecturing to the 
people of his nationality in this coun- 
try. He is at present devoting his en- 
tire. time to writing special articles for 
newspapers in Chiria, 


NOW 


COLUMBIA Mo., Oct. 5.—Hin Wong, 
a young Chinaman with a purpose in 
life, is studying journalism at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. He will return to 


his native country after completing his 
studies here, to introduce American 
newspaper ideas there. 

“I think the American way of han- 
dling news far ahead of the Chinese 
method,” said. Wong. ‘‘The newspapers 
of this country print more details of 
news events than do the papers of 
China. The journalists there have to be 
just as busy as the journalists in this 
country, but they cannot accomplish ag 
much. There are no shorthand systems 
and no typewriters in China. Many 
cities that have dailies have no tele- 
phone systems. There are no press bu- 
reaus in China and each paper must 
gather its own material. A Chinese 
daily seldom issues more than one edi- 
tion, but when occasions demand they 
issue extras. 

“There are few independent newspa- 
pers in China,’’ continued Wong. “The 
papers there are usually the organs of 
political, religious, educatfonal or other 
organizations and are not expected to 











devote much space to editorial com- 
ments, but these are made in connection 
with the news and are not confined 
to one page, as in the newspapers of 
this country. The publishers of the 
Chinese newspapers have many schemes 
to build up circulations for their papers, 
a common one being the use of contin- 
ued stories.”’ 
, Wong is 21 years old and came to the 
United States from Hawaii about a year 
ago. He has had some experience in 
newspaper work, having been a reporter 
on a Pekin newspaper and having spent 
much time in the office of his father, 
who founded and was editor of the Sun 
‘hung Kwock Bo at HawailL

FREE SERVICE TO CITY 





$300,000 Plant to Be in Oper- 
ation in Two Years Is 
Proposed. 





A meeting of the Lighting Committee 
of the East St. Louis City Council will 
Be held Thursday night to consider the 
application of the Consumers’ Electric 
Light and Power Co. for a franchise to 
install an electric light system in East 
St. Louis. The petition and ordinance 
were presented Monday to the City 
Council, asking for a perpetual fran- 
chise. 

The company was incorporated in IIli- 
nois last May with a capital stock of 
$2400, the minimum amount allowed by 
law. The incorporators are Will Hauss, 
Dr. A. A. McBrien and Alex Flannigen 
of East St. Louis, and A. C. Einstein of 
St. Louis. Mr. Einstein, who is inter- 
ested in the St. Louis County gas fran- 
chise, which recently obtained prac- 
tically a blanket franchise, owns a large 
majority of the stock In the East Side 
company and is paying the preliminary 
expenses for the East Side franchise. 

If the franchise is granted the com- 
pany plans to erect a power house cost- 
ing $300,000 adjoining a coal mine at 
Edgemont. By the ordinance the in- 
corporators agree to deposit $5000 as a 
@uarantee that they will begin work 
within six months, and will have the 
power house completed and lighting sys- 
tem installed within two years after the 
franchise is granted. 

Furnish Free Light, 

‘The new company agrees to furnish 
free electric light to the City Hall, 
fire departments and police station. 
This service’ now costs the city ap- 
proximately $300 per rick th
